(Produce Market Review, Dec. 12.) — 
~ The arrivals. this week have again been 
numerous, and although the average ‘deli- 


“yeries continue at the rate of some three 


cargoes-per week, the stock of Tea sensibly: 
increases,.and will continue to do so fot at 
least avother month, by which. time it is 
probubly that the import and delivery will 
@ more nearly equalised than for some 
time past. Tho later arrivals from Foo- 
chow only confirm the general badneas of 
the crop, and the constant accumulation of 
this class of Congou (much of it costing a 
high prive) must be a source of the greatest 
‘anxiety to holders, The vexatious and un- 
reasonable delay in obtaining: delivery of 
newly arrived ‘Teas is now being felt in an 
iutenso degree, It is evident either that 
the resources of tho Dock Companies are- 
wholly inadequate to deal with the large 
arrivals which regularly. take place at this.

A amall sale of Indian Teas was held this 
week, As usual, the superior sorts were in 
demand at full prices, while common sorts 
were again sold rather.cheaper. “There has 
been’as-is likely to continue, au increased 
demand for Indian Teas; the strong pun- 
gent sorts we ‘stroogly recommend to be 
freely used with China Teas.

-She hurried to Philadelphia, 
fond the ‘partwer of her husband—a Mr 
Coxe—and. anounced herself as the. wife 
of Clark. Ho asked for proofa—she had 
.none. The privst had gone to Ireland ; 
‘the witnesses were out ‘of reach ; she. had. 
no marriage:lines. . Mr Coxe:told. her that 
the report of the intended marriage of hor 
husband was true, and gave her the name 
of the lady. She wont to Baltimora; saw 
che two. lovers .together—herself being 
unseen—and then quickly returned to New 
Orleans, where she soon afterwarda married 
a Freuchman named Gandette, : 


Three years after this, that is to say in 
1811, Clark made his will, leaving’ all. his 
property to his mother; but in 1812 he 
made another will, in which’ he declared 
that the girl hitherto known as Myra Davis, 
was his daughter and his only legitimate 
child, and Jett toher the whole of his estate, 
He died in the same ‘year, a few. months 
after this. At his deathbed were Boisfon- 
taino, his agent; Lubin, his servant 3 aid 
Relf, one of bis business partners, and an 
executor. tinder the first will. The existence 
of the secoud will was well known. - He 
had shown it to his friends, and the day ba- 
fore his death he atated to them that they 
would find. it in his private room in a 
"little bluck caso,” which he charged. tbem 
to deliver to the Chevalier de la Croix, of 
New Urleana, who was named in it as the 
executor... When he had expired, Rolf, the 
partner, took the keys aud went into the 
private room, lovking.the door bebind him. 
Lubin, listening at the door, heard “the 
rustling of papers.” When the little black 
case camé to be examined, no will was 
there. Tustead of this: Relf produced the 
will of 1812 ; it vas’ admitted to_ probate, 
aud Mary Clark, the mother of the decéaa- 
ed, entered upon.the enjoyment ‘of the 
estute.’ : 


. Colonel’ Davis, in whose family Myra ; 


still remained, suppusing herself tu be his 
daughter, now cama to Delaware to reside, 
When she grew to be a young lady, she fell 
in. lové with a New Yorker, named Whit- 
ney. Colonel Davis frowned. upon the 
lovers; they eloped, were married, and 
tivn Colonel ‘Davia told Myra the story of 
her father and-mother, This wag in 1833, 
Her father had been dead for twenty years; 
his -property ‘had been. passed into other 
hands; the will which would have given 
it. to.her was destroyed. But sho at once 
commenced the suit, which she has prose- 
ented for 34 years, and in ivhich sho has at 
last triumphed, “Her husband died in 1836;
